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A* There are border areas which there is no dlstlaotion 
' bertweeii a reatrloted zone, and a forbidden zone. This maana that the 
whole area is regarded as forbidden, and that the entire area, 
regardless of size. Is subject to the most extreme rest riot Icjus-- 
usually applied only to the border line zone. The Karelo*>Flnnish 
SStt, whioh includes the former Karelian Republic and reoently con- 
quered parts of Finland, is one such area. This area begins at the 
border of the small town of Terlohi, on the Leningrad-Tiipuri (Tiborg) 
Railroad, and extends to the railway station at Zranka on the Munsansh 
Railroad* Swefyone who lives in this area is required to have a 
**bordsr line** FASIOBT (with a red inscription} and a oertifioate issued 
by. ihesdqui^ers of ihe border guards. Other ares in this category are 
R^ialBgradakala Oblast (Sastern Prussia and the former city of 
Jfoanigsberg), Bstoaian SSH, Lithuanian SSE, and Lativian 8^, 

Russian citizens who do not live in a restricted zone are 
not allowed tb travel in restricted regions without passes issued by 
the local UVR (BIRRO PROPOSKOT RAB0CHK-10USSTIA1«S£0X RZL1T8ZI RFS), 
permibtihg them to do so.

A. The depths of fobidden zones vary; Along the Far Sastern 
frontier the depth is about 100 to 150 Kilometers. Along the Turhish, 
Ij^lan and Af^an frontier the depth is 25 to 50 kilometera. Aloj 
the Polish-Rtmanian, and OzechoelovaKian frontier it is less than 
Mlomters. Mtlse3^£oi^lddea regions (Earelo-Flnnish SSR, Baltic 
countries. Eastern Prussia) are much larger: the depth there extends 

.from the western borders to the eastern borders. This means that 
the forbidden areas start at the former boxindaries of theiCBas.ddan 
state: at the former Estonian-Russian, Polish-Russian, ■liahyian- 

Russlan and Finnish-Russian frontiers. Thus, although these regions 
officially belong to Russia, the entire area which was formerly 
Indbpendent is now forbidden territory. 
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^'he depth of restricted areas is much greater. All of 
eastern Siberia, east, of the oity of Irkutsk, is restricted. From 
Irkutsk the restrioted zone extends to the nearest point on the 
Outer Mongolian . boundary (a distance of about 300 kilometers), to the 
railway station at Otpor ( on the Manchurian border) , ehloh is approxl- 
mately 1,000 kilometers, and to Vladivostok, which is about 3,000 
kilraaeters. 



In addition to eastern Siberia, all Central Aslan republios 
(Turkmen SSR, Uzbek SSR, Kazakh SSR, Kirgiz SSS, Tadzhik 8SS) are 
restrioted areas, and the Transcaucasian republios (Armenian SSR, 
Azarbai^i^l^R) are^|ii&|pi^ • Thus, keeping in mind the inner 
tknandi^ias v>f the forbidden zones (which wottld be the outer borders of 
the restrioted zones ) one may determine the depth of the restrioted 
j^Ones by oonsnltlng a map of the USSR.

zone? 



A. Inhabitants of restrioted zones Include all people who 
were bom and reared there, and who are permanently established in that t 
area* This includes auoh people as farmers oh the local fflunos and workers- ] 
in t]he faotorles and mines. In addition to these, all pepplie who i 

ha'^be.m assigned to the area, such as doctors, teaoherh, workers, 
names, engineers, and professors of universities in the wea, may - 
legally reside there. 



In order to obtain permission to move to a restrioted zone I 
and to establish a perma nent residenoe there, one must e^ly to the 
. local Bureau of Passes (BIURO PBOPUSKOV) and show them orders to 
the area. Without orders it is futile to apply. If overj^hing itf in ' 

order, permission to permanently reside in the area will be granted I 

in approximately three weeks . S; 



Another group of people residing in restrioted zones sire 
those who have been exiled or deported (to Central Asia and Biher^^*. 
These people are hot allowed to live near the 'border of the forbi^eh- 
hone. They are usually told where they are to live, and they are

auoh as Stalinabad, witb a special pass? What towns? Under what 
conditions? 

A.. Large towns close to the outer state frontier can be 
visited by Soviet citizens even though they are situated in the for«> 
bidden zones. Thus, Stalinabad, Ashlchabad, Baku, Brevan, Tladivostok, 
Khabarovsk, . and some others are ''restricted enelavea" in forbidden 
zones, and are exempt from restrlotioaa imposed on forbidden zones.. 

It is not neoassi^ to obtain a forbidden zohe pass to. travel to thepe 
plSLOes*^ i^st^ioted pass is auffloient* While in one of these oitisik 
It is not poBSibla to visit small towns and settlemahta outsids the 
city limits howfpfer, as the forbidden zone begins at the outer boundaries 
of the cities.
